After planting the 
soil should be gently pressed 
round the collars or neck of the 
plants. This is most important, 
\ especially on freshly dug ground, 

VOSIDUE where plants will often require 
recollaring two or three weeks after planting, 
while some which may have been drawn below their 
proper depth with the settling of the soil will re- 
quire raising to their proper level. Use the hoe 
freely on fresh plantations, keeping the surface 
soil well broken. 

The crust or surface soil of all plant borders 
should be carefully and thoroughly brokenin 
Spring, and kept broken throughout the Summer; 
if this is persevered in, much labor will be saved 
in watering, as the evaporation of moisture from 
‘the soil will thus be greatly reduced; the soil 
is also in this way kept fertile, and fewer plants 
are lost during a long spell of dry weather. The 
free use of the hoe also effectively eradicates 
from the soil such pests as ground slugs, wire 
worm, millepeds, etc. The best tool to use in 
choice borders and rock-gardens is a small swan- 
necked onion hoe, and for larger plant borders 
a swan-necked draw hoe. :

should, as a general rule, be planted with the 
rhizone near the surface. 

Rapid-Growing Hardy Perennial Plants, such 
as many of the Helianthus, (Sunflowers), Asters 
(Michaelmas Dasies), etc., should be transplanted 
every two years, replanting not more than two 
or three of the strongest single crowns to form 
a clump. 


Remarks on the Question of Sun or Shade for 
Plants 


The whole question of Sun or Shade for plants 
is mainly dependent upon the amount of moisture

soils, where sufficient root moisture exists, most 
plants will take all the sun they can get, whereas 
om Shallow, win, Or oacdhy cue soils, Slacle ox 
partial shade is necessary to the successful growth 
of many plants, owing to the rapid evaporation 
of moisture from the soil and the plant’s leaves,

| So much do plants depend upon root-moisture 
that often a few small stones placed over the 
roots, to retard evaporation, will ensure their 
success where otherwise they could be a failure. 
Marsh plants, aquatic plants, and Alpine plants 
especially lke full sunshine when they are able 
to obtain abundance of water at the roots; other- 
wise they are best grown in partial shade. 

On hot, dry, sandy soils, deep digging (in Au- 
tumn if possible) is necessary at least every two 
or three years, with a liberal addition of well- 
rotted manure. An Autumnal surface dressing 
should annually be given of sulphate of potash 
at thes nate Of 2 cwi tom unemacre a ma@mctmmerce 
mulching of manure in February will prove of 
valuable assistance to the plants. 

Many plants like peat because it acts like a 
sponge in the soil in holding moisture (which is 
one of the primary objects in dressing land with 
stable manure), and moreover it is warmer than 
loam. Plants again which object to loam will 
naturally thrive in peat. 

In gardens where there is) a ittlesmataanrall 
shade, this can generally be obtained by the use 
of tall-growing herbaceous plants or annuals, 
such as Sunflowers, clumps of Sweet Peas, Hel- 
ianthus, Michaelmas Daisies, etc. 


Best Time for Planting 


On very dry, sandy, and hot soils, Autumn 
planting where possible is advocated, while on 
cold, wet, and heavy soils, Spring or very early 
Autumn planting will generally be found to be 
preterable: ~~ Dhe best “months tiny Antu sskon 
planting hardy plants are September and October, 
while the Summer’s warmth is still in the ground; 
the best Spring planting months are April and 
May. Most tap-rooted plants are best planted 
in Autumn. In cold districts all Autumn plant- 
ings should be protected with some slight cover- 
ing, such as cut pine branches or very light litter 
which let in the air, but keeps of severest weather; 
cut fern or leaves are bad, as they lie too wet.

Whilst many of the articles described under 
this caption are new and novel or among the 
latest introductions in.ythe Hardy Perennial 
family, we do not intend to convey the idea 
that they are all novelties not before offered 
as we understand the term might imply, but, 
as there are so many valuable Hardy Plants of 
sterling merit unknown to the general trade we 
have given prominence and specialized several 
among this list that we find are not easily pro- 
cured in quantity for the reason that they have 
fallen into obscurity, in this country at least, 
by disuse and are known only to the few. 


The old saying that, ‘‘ Nothing is new under the 
Sun” can perhaps be better applied in connection 
with these old fashioned flowers or the favorites 
of old time gardens than any other class of 
plants. Their having come into public favor in 
recent years has created an astonishing demand 
for not only improved forms, but many of the 
older or forgotten varieties which by long absence 
are strangers and look hke subjects for a new 
christening. 


As to their special use, great beauty and adapt- 
ability we make no comment here, for lack of 
space, but refer to the retail catalogues of Nur- 
serymen who offer them for sale, the Horticul- 
tural department of all household magazines 
and the Horticultural press of today, all of which 
appear to give them more prominence than any 
other class of plants.
